Elder  Simpson 
speaks  Sunday 


Elder  Robert  L.  Simpson,  assistant 
to  the  Council  of  the  Twelve,  will 
speak  at  the  Ten  Stake  fireside  on 
Sunday  at  7  p.m.  in  the  Marriott 
Center. 

Elder  Simpson  was  a  member  of  the 
Presiding  Bishopric  from  1961  until 
April  1972  at  which  time  he  was 
named  Assistant  to  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve. 

Currently  he  serves  as  first 
vice-chairman  of  the  Health  Services 
Corporation  of  the  Church  and  as 
vice-chairman  of  the  General  Scouting 
Committee  of  the  Church.

Before  World  War  II,  Elder  Simpson

Utah  flood  crisis  to  improve 


Within  one  week  flood 
conditions  in  the  state  will  be 
through  the  crisis  period, 
according  to  the  state  water 
engineer. 

Dozens  of  dams,  reservoirs  and 
creeks  throughout  the  state  are 
under  constant  surveillance  by 
state  water  officials  in  an  attempt 
to  prevent  another  flood  similar 
to  last  week’s  at  Payson, 
explained  Dee  C.  Hansen,  state 
water  engineer. 

Hansen  noted  that  this  year 
flood  peak  conditions  are  reversed 
in  the  state.  In  previous  years 
northern  creeks  and  rivers  have 
peaked  later  than  southern  ones. 

Surveys  of  dams  throughout  the 


state  show  that  most  have  leakage 
problems  but  have  either 
stabilized  or  are  expected  to 
recede,  Hansen  said. 

The  last  really  serious  problem 
in  the  state,  according  to  Hansen, 
is  at  the  Minorsville  Dam,  located 
on  the  Beaver  River.  It  is  an  old 
dam  that  was  built  at  the  turn  of 
the  century  and  is  similar  in 
design  to  the  dam  at  Payson. 

At  Minorsville  there  is  a 
spillway  that  can  be  used  if 
pressure  increases  critically  along 
the  dam  wall.  If  it  is  determined 
the  pressure  may  endanger 
stability  of  the  dam  the  spillway 
will  be  opened  to  full  capacity, 
said  Hansen  .

Two  graduate  students  from  the 
Department  of  Child  Development  and 
Family  Relations  participated  earlier  this 
month  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Pacific  Sociological  Association  in 
Scottsdale,  Arizona. 

Melvin  Wilkinson,  a  doctoral  student  in 
Family  Relations,  presented  a  paper  titled 
“The  Family  as  a  Deviation  Producing 
System:  A  Cybernetic  Approach.” 

According  to  Wilkinson,  the  paper 


concerns  itself  with  families  in  which  a 
poor  husband-wife  relationship  increases 
tension  within  the  family  unit.  In  an 
attempt  to  relieve  this  tension,  the  family 
forces  one  of  the  children  to  become  a 
deviant.  Wilkinson  noted  that  his  paper 
deals  in  theory. 

Jeff  Wise,  a  masters  student  in  family 
relations,  presented  a  paper  titled 
“Trends  in  Intergenerational  Fertility:  A 


Research  Note.”  According  to  Spencer  J. 
Condie,  co-author  with  Wise  on  the 
paper,  this  study  is  the  first  of  its  kind, 
since  the  research  covers  a  four 
generation  span. 

The  paper  studied  the  fertility  rates  in 
each  of  four  generations  of  families  using 
family  group  sheets  from  the 
Genealogical  Library  in  Salt  Lake.  The 
purpose  was  to  see  how  family  size  was 
affected  from  generation  to  generation.

Salt  Lake  City  Police  Chief  J. 
Earl  Jones  denied  attacking  the 
Odyssey  House,  a  drug  treatment 
center  in  Salt  Lake,  when  he 
called  such  centers 
“self-appointed,  unlicensed  and 
unqualified  to  handle  criminals.” 

The  chief  made  the  alleged 
attack  in  a  speech  made  at  a 
meeting  of  law  enforcement 
leaders  last  Thursday  at  Snowbird. 
On  Friday  Chief  Jones  said  he  was 
referring  to  other  institutions  and 
the  reporter  from  the  Salt  Lake 
Tribune  confused  his  responses. 

The  controversy  rose  over  the 
exact  text  of  the  chief’s  speech. 
Chief  Jones  took  exception  to  the

Police  Sgt.  David  P.  Bradford 
said  the  department  was  working 
on  the  tape  and  preparing  an 
official  transcript.  Commissioner 
Barker  said  Tuesday  the  tape  and 
transcript  would  be  available 
Wednesday  in  the  Metropolitan 
Hall  of  Justice  Auditorium. 

KSL  Radio  reporter  Lynn 
Packer  heard  the  tape  and  said  it 
was  of  “very  poor  quality  ...  it  is 
impossible  from  listening  to  the 
tape  to  tell  whether  Chief  Jones 
was  misquoted  by  the  Tribune  or 
merely  misunderstood.” 

Ernest  D.  Wright,  state  director 
of  the  Division  of  Corrections  said 
he  had  “very  positive 
relationships”  with  organizations 
such  as  the  House. 

Salt  Lake  City  and  County 
Health  Dept.  Director  Dr.  Harry 
L.  Gibbons  said,  “Chief  Jones  is 
an  excellent  law  enforcement 
man;  I  feel  there  must  be  a 
misunderstanding.” 

Gibbons  said  he  has  often 
disagreed  with  the  national  leader 
of  the  Odyssey  House  program, 
but  that  his  department  has 
inspected  the  facility  in  Salt  Lake 
and  found  it  “performs  a  valuable 
service  for  the  addicts  who  require 
a  rigidly  structured  environment 
for  a  prolonged  period  of  time.”

The  meter  begins  to  click-and 
several  hours  later  the  taxi  arrives 
in  Denver,  Colo. 

ALTHOUGH  NOT  an  everyday 
occurrence,  Provo  taxi-cab  drivers 
occasionally  have  driven 
customers  to  Wyoming,  Colorado 
and  Nevada. 

In  most  instances,  such  journeys 
are  made  by  drunks  who  suddenly 


decide  in  the  wee  hours  of  the 
morning  to  visit  old  girlfriends. 

There  are  trials  and  tribulations 
in  being  a  taxi  operator,  according 
to  Carey  Trammel.  Either  way  it 
constitutes  a  real  education. 
Trammel  has  been  employed  by 
the  Provo  company  for  the  past 
nine  months  and  formerly  drove  a 
taxi  in  California. 

He  enjoys  meeting  people;  but 
he  dislikes  Utah  drivers.  His 
average  bi-weekly  pay  is  $180, 
and  his  tips  average  less  than  $1 
per  day. 


UTAH  DRIVERS  are  “20  years 
behind  the  times,”  said  Trammel. 
He  described  California  drivers  as 
being  more  proficient  behind  the 
wheel. 

Yellow  Cab  Co.  of  Provo 
employs  a  total  of  10  drivers, 
using  five  vehicles.  It  is  the  only 
licensed  cab  company  between 
Salt  Lake  City  and  Las  Vegas, 
according  to  Trammel. 

Considering  the  cost  of  gas, 
insurance,  and  maintenance  of  an 
automobile,  Trammel  said  that 
students  should  utilize  cabs  more 
often.  The  majority  of  his 
customers  are  elderly  persons, 
travelers  and  the  inebriated. 

HE  CONSIDERS  A  car  to  be  an 
“expensive  luxury”  for  a  student 
at  BYU.  Five  people  can  ride  from 
He  lam  an  Halls  to  downtown 
Provo  for  30  cents  each,  related 
Trammel.  Five  people  can  be 
transported  to  the  Salt  Lake  City 
Airport  for  a  total  cost  of  $18.40, 
he  stated. 

During  the  winter  months,  it  is 
common  for  BYU  students  to 
utilize  taxis  in  order  to  travel 
downtown.  One  group  of  females 
who  reside  at  Heritage  Halls 
regularly  take  a  taxi  to  the  Center 
Street  area.  At  30  cents  each,  it 
beats  walking  in  the  cold. 

A  trip  to  Denver  to  see  an  old 
girlfriend  will  cost  a  little  more.

This  special  intensive  readings  course,  initiated  in  the  General  College  by  Dean 
C.  Terry  Warner,  Dr.  Arthur  Henry  King,  and  Dr.  Spencer  J.  Condie,  will  in¬ 
clude  guest  lecturers,  small  group  discussions,  and  individual  group  readings 
of  ten  modern,  provocative  works  in  the  fields  of  the  humanities,  fine  arts, 
social  sciences  and  physical  sciences.  The  reading  list,  compiled  after  consulta¬ 
tion  with  a  wide  range  of  faculty  members,  includes:  Bonhoeffer’s  The  Cost  of 
Discipleship,  Copeland’s  What  to  Listen  for  in  Music,  C.  S.  Lewis’  Mere  Chris¬ 
tianity,  Nibley’s  The  World  and  the  Prophets,  Ibsen’s  Enemy  of  the  People, 
Chesterton’s  The  Miracle  at  Philadelphia,  Bronowski’s  Science  in  Human 
Values,  Goffman’s  Presentation  of  Self  in  Everyday  Life,  Watson’s  The  Double 
Helix,  and  Feynman’s  The  Character  of  Physical  Law.

*  Recreation  Education  123  -  Introduction  to  Outdoor  Recreation. 

This  course  involves  scuba  diving,  water  skiing,  canoeing,  mountain  climbing, 
rapelling,  steluncking,  horseback  riding,  work  with  archery,  golf,  large  and 
small  bore  rifle  shooting,  skeet  and  trap  shooting,  skiing  and  snowmobiling. 
The  course  also  includes  safe  motorcycling  instruction.  (13938;  Rec.  E.  123; 
1  cr.  hr.) 

*  Archaeology  455R  -  The  Fifth  Annual  Summer  Field  School  of  Archaeology. 

This  course  has  been  especially  designed  as  an  intensive  summer  field  experi¬ 
ence  for  undergraduates.  Eight  weeks  will  be  spent  in  Montezuma  Canyon, 
Southeastern  Utah,  excavating,  mapping,  problem  solving,  laboratory  processing, 
and  receiving  classroom  instruction  on  methods  in  field  archaeology,  archaeo¬ 
metry,  plant  identification,  and  technical  photography.  Weekend  field  trips 
will  extend  to  such  nearby  sites  as  Mesa  Verde,  Hovenweep,  Betatakin,  Grand 
Gulch,  and  Chaco  Canyon.

*  Special  Ecology  Courses.

*  Sociology  /Psychology  357  -  Interpersonal  Growth  and  Group  Processes.  (In  a 
survival  setting). 

This  ten-day  course,  taught  in  a  mountain  wilderness  area  under  the  guidance 
of  skilled  professionals,  is  designed  to  develop  leadership  ability  and  interper¬ 
sonal  skills  through  productive  group  relationships.  Learning  to  live  off  the 
land  and  to  grapple  with  the  elements  and  one’s  own  strengths  and  weaknesses 
is  one  of  the  most  exciting,  strengthening,  and  character-building  experiences 
to  be  found  in  this  life.  Students  may  receive  three  hours  of  academic  credit 
under  Sociology  357  or  Psychology  357,  but  must  register  through  Special 
Courses  and  Conferences.  The  dates  for  the  different  sections  are  June  25  - 
July  4  and  August  20  -  August  29.  Tuition  is  $110  per  person. 

*  CDFR  360  -  Achieving  Success  in  Marriage.  (In  a  survival  setting) 

An  exciting  ten-day  course  tailored  for  married  couples,  this  survival  experi¬ 
ence  is  designed  to  develop  greater  compatibility,  love,  maturity,  and  the  abili¬ 
ty  to  effectively  manage  limited  resources.  This  course  takes  place  in  the 
Wasatch  Mountains  area.  The  instructor  will  be  an  outstanding  BYU  professor 
with  professional  background  in  marriage  counseling.  Students  may  receive 
three  hours  of  academic  credit  under  CDFR  360,  but  must  register  for  the  class 
through  Special  Courses  and  Conferences.  The  dates  for  the  different  sections 
are  July  23  -  August  1  and  August  20  -  August  29.

From  Oregon  to  Brazil 

Skylab  conducts  earth  probe 


SPACE  CENTER,  Houston 
(AP)-Skylab  astronauts  probed 
the  earth  below  and  the  heavens 
above  Wednesday  with 
instruments  which  may  help  man . 
learn  more  about  the  resources  of 
his  own  planet  and  about  the 
boiling  surface  of  the  sun. 

Astronauts  Charles  Conrad  Jr. 
and  Paul  J.  Weitz  were  to  aim  a 
battery  of  photosensors  at  a  swath 
of  land  extending  from  the 
Oregon  coast  on  the  Pacific  Ocean 
to  the  Atlantic  shores  of  Brazil. 

The  instruments  gather  data 
from  both  visible  and  invisible 
light  bands  for  the  study  of  such 
things  as  land  use,  the  health  of 
crops,  soil  salinity  and  mineral 
deposits. 


the  Gulf  of  Mexico  and  into 
Central  America,  Colombia  and 
Brazil. 

Projects  for  the  27-minute 
sensor  run  included  the  study  of 
clouds  along  the  Oregon  coast;  a 
gypsum  bed  in  New  Mexico; 
insect  infestation  and  soil  types  in 
U.S.  farmlands  and  soil  salinity  in 
the  Rio  Grande  River  Valley. 


THE  THIRD  Skylab  crewman, 
Dr.  Joseph  P.  Kerwin,  will  operate 
a  group  of  telescope  cameras 
focused  on  the  sun.  These 
instruments  study  the  natural 
thermonuclear  fusion  occurring 
constantly  in  the  sun,  providing 
what  scientists  called  “details 
previously  unresolved”  from 
land-based  telescopes. 

The  first  use  of  the  earth 
resource  sensors  focused  on  25 
sites  as  the  spacecraft  passed  over 
Oregon,  Nevada,  Utah,  Arizona, 
New  Mexico,  Texas  and  then  over 


SKY  LAB’S  temperatures  on 
board  leveled  off  Wednesday  in 
the  mid-80s,  but  the  astronauts 
said  they  could  work 
comfortably. 

“It  could  be  a  little  cooler,” 
said  Conrad,  as  the  crew  ate 
breakfast,  “but  I  think  everybody 
got  a  feasible  night’s  sleep.” 

The  astronauts  slept  in  the  small 
private  bedrooms  of  the  space 
station  for  the  first  time  Tuesday 
night.  They  zipped  themselves 
into  bedroom-like  restraints 
attached  to  the  walls'.  This 
allowed  them  to  sleep  without 
floating  around  in  weightlessness. 

Weitz  and  Kerwin  took  turns 
trying  to  make  each  other  sick  on 
a  revolving  litter  chair.  The  chair 
is  part  of  an  experiment  testing 
the  spacemen’s  ability  to 
withstand  rapid  motioii  in  a 
weightless  environment  without

Senate  test  vote 
threatens  funds 


WASHINGTON  (AP)-Senators 
seeking  to  cut  off  money  for 
continued  U.S.  bombing  of 
Cambodia  won  a  procedural  test 
vote  Tuesday  over  objections  by 
President  Nixon’s  allies  that  the 
move  would  jeopardize  new 
Vietnam  peace  efforts. 

The  action  cleared  the  way  for 
Senate  approval,  probably 
Wednesday,  of  a  sweeping 
amendment  that  goes  far  beyond 
the  House  limitation  on  Indochina 
funds  voted  two  weeks  ago. 

The  vote  was  55  to  21.  on  a 
motion  by  Sen.  Thomas  F. 
Eagleton,  D-Mo.,  chief  sponsor  of 
the  amendment,  that  ,  it  was  a 
proper  restriction  under  Senate 
rules. 

Delayed  for  two  weeks  by  GOP 
backers  of  President  Nixon,  the 
year’s  first  full  Senate  debate  on 
U.S.  Southeast  Asia  policy  saw 
the  President  defended  by  a 
diminishing  number  of 
Republicans  against  an  almost 
solid  group  of  Democratic  critics.

THE  SOFT-SPOKEN  Bradley, 
55,  will  take  office  in  July  for  a 
four-year  term  and,  in  the  process, 
will  become  the  first  black  mayor 
of  the  nation’s  third  largest  city. 


Los  Angeles  will  become  the 
largest  U.S.  city  ever  to  have  a 
black  as  chief  executive.  About  16 
per  cent  of  Los  Angeles’  three 
million  residents  are  black.

UN  hears  of  ‘cod  war’ 

UNITED  NATIONS,  N.Y.  -  Iceland  and  Britain  have  called  the 
attention  of  the  United  Nations  to  their  escalating  cod  war  but  neither 
asked  for  any  action  by  the  Security  Council. 

In  a  letter  to  the  Council  on  Tuesday,  the  British  accused  Iceland  of 
aggression  and  violating  the  U.N.  charter.  It  said  an  Icelandic  gunboat’s 
shelling  of  the  British  trawler  Everton  last  Saturday  was  “the  latest  and 
gravest  of  a  series”  of  hostile  actions  that  have  taken  an  “increasingly 
dangerous  form.” 

Canada  leaves  peacekeeping  force 

SAIGON  —  Canada  has  pulled  out  of  the  four-nation  Vietnam 
peacekeeping  force  because  it  is  convinced  North  and  South  Vietnam 
cannot  be  stayed  from  a  return  to  full-scale  warfare.  The  Canadian 
assessment  is  that  the  weakness  of  the  cease-fire  agreement,  the 
uncooperativeness  of  the  Hungarian  and  Polish  members  of  the 
cease-fire  commission  and  the  attitudes  of  both  Vietnamese  sides  must 
lead  inevitably  to  renewed  war. 

Mexico,  France,  Italy  and  the  Scandinavian  countries  were  among 
those  mentioned  today  to  replace  Canada  on  the  Vietnam  cease-fire 
commission.  But  the  chief  of  the  outgoing  Canadian  delegation 
recommended  an  Asian  country.

Captured  later,  McCoy  now  is  serving  45  years  in  federal 
prison.  The  FBI  located  the  parachute  in  a  culvert,  wadded  and  wet, 
and  stored  it  that  way  as  evidence.  As  a  result,  Patterson  claimed  the 
chute  is  mildewed  and  worthless.  He  sued  in  federal  court  for  $535  in 
damages.

Emergency  aid  fails 


Utahns  in  rural  areas  have  four 
times  as  great  a  chance  of  dying 
from  accident  or  illness  than  those 
in  urban  areas. 

The  observation  was  made  by 
Lionel  L.  Drage,  coordinator, 
Utah  Emergency  Medical  Services, 
after  a  recent  statewide  tour  of 
hospital  emergency  facilities. 

However,  an  improved  medical 
emergency  system  in  Utah,  being 
funded  by  a  grant  from  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Health,  Education 
and  Welfare,  should  lessen 
needless  deaths  occurring  through 
lack  of  communication  between 
emergency  room  and  ambulance, 
according  to  Drage.

enabling  the  emergency  room  to 
communicate  with  ambulances 
serving  it.  And  all  ambulances  will 
be  able  to  communicate  with  each 
hospital  in  the  state. 

All  hospitals  and  ambulances 
will  use  a  single  radio  frequency 
which  will  enable  the  ambulance 
to  communicate  with  any  hospital 
it  passes  even  if  it  is  out  of  the 
area  in  which  it  normally 
operates.  The  single  radio 
frequency  will  also  enable  the 
ambulance  to  keep  in  touch  with 
the  Utah  Highway  Patrol. 


AT  PRESENT  only  nine  of 
Utah’s  41  hospitals  are  equipped 
with  radio  communications 
between  the  hospital  and  the 
ambulances  that  serve  it.  But  by 
Sept.  1,  1973,  every  hospital  in 
the  state  will  have  an  apparatus 


THE  NEW  communication 
system  will  also  make  it  possible 
for  a  physician  at  the  hospital  to 
give  instruction  to  the  ambulance 
personnel  while  the  victim  is  being 
transported  to  the  hospital.

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Cutback  in  funds 

NPRA  fears  crisis 


Cutbacks  in  the  national  Land 
and  Water  Conservation  Fund 
may  put  Utah  in  a  serious 
recreation  crisis,  according  to  the 
National  Parks  and  Recreation 
Association. 

The  administration’s  proposed 
1974  fiscal  year  budget  calls  for  a 
70  to  75  per  cent  reduction  in 
funding  from  the  $300  million 
appropriated  in  fiscal  1973.  This 
would  result  in  $55.2  million  for 
fiscal  year  1974. 

Utah  has  60  separate  projects 
on  the  drawing  board  which 
would  require  $15  million  to 
complete  for  fiscal  year  1974.  The 
state  used  $1.99  million  in  1973 
but  would  be  apportioned  only 
$547,750,  the  NPRA  claims. 

NPRA  is  a  public  interest 
organization  representing  citizen 
and  professional  leadership  in  the 
recreation,  park  and  leisure 
movement  in  the  United  States 
and  Canada. 

In  a  recent  testimony  before  the 
Senate  Committee  on 
Appropriations,  Subcommittee  on 
Interior,  NPRA  Executive 
Director  Dwight  Rettie  pointed  to 
results  of  a  recent  survey  which 
indicate  that  an  overwhelming 
majority  of  states  will  have 
committed  all  or  nearly  all  of 
their  apportionment  by  the  end  of 
the  present  fiscal  year  and  will 


have  either  no  funds  at  all,  or  a 
very  minimal  level  of  carryover  to 
begin  fiscal  year  1974. 

The  survey  reveals  that  a 
substantial  number  of  states  are 
being  penalized  because  of  unused 
balances  reflected  in  a 
bookkeeping  procedure.  Most  of 
these  states  are  in  fact  those 
which  are  efficient. 

These  balances,  according  to 
Rettie,  are  “only  a  statistical 
convenience.  Our  figures  show 
that  43  states  and  territories 
project  a  zero  balance  by  the  end 
of  the  fiscal  year.  A  number  of 
others  show  minimal  balances  that 
will  be  quickly  liquidated  after 
the  beginning  of  Fiscal  Year 
1974,”  he  said.

Independents  and  major 
stations  alike  in  many  areas  have 
cut  back  on  hours,  closed  Sundays 
and  in  some  cases  started 
rationing.  According  to  BYU 
students  returning  from  a 
weekend  in  California,  many 
stations  were  limiting  gas 
purchases  to  five  or  ten  gallons 
per  customer.  Associated  Press 
reported  that  some  Milwaukee 
stations  were  limiting  sales  to 
out-of-state  customers  to  five 
gallons  per  driver. 

Mark  Kidd,  a  senior  from  Lodi, 
California,  said,  “At  Lake  Powell, 
they  were  limiting  gas  purchases 
to  25  gallons  per  boat.  All 
campers  and  boaters  were  warned 
to  fill  up  their  tanks  before 
coming  to  the  lake.” 

Another  BYU  student,  Pete 
Grimshaw,  senior  from  Enoch, 
Utah,  also  told  of  gas  shortages  in 
the  Lake  Powell  area.  “We  pulled 
into  Fry’s  Canyon,  asked  for  a 
fill-up,  and  before  the  tank  was 
topped  off  the  pump  was  dry.  The 
attendant  said  the  company  had 
limited  them  to  last  year’s  amount 
of  gas.” 

Industry  sources  say  the 
shortage  is  essentially  the  result  of 
limited  supplies  of  crude  oil  and 
limited  refinery  capacity. 

“We’re  running  every  barrel  of 
crude  oil  we  can  get  in  our 
refinery,”  said  Gulf  Oil  Corp. 
President  James  E.  Lee.  rtTo  my 
knowledge,  nobody  is  holding 
back  products  and  hiding  it 
somewhere-where  would  we  hide 
it?”
